Whisky trust and the Stuuuaru Oil reg- 
ulate their business. When will they 
do this? 


Rope For the Arid West. 


The Denver Republican has an idea 


all its own in regard to the arid west 
It may not indeed be possible in all 
cases, admits The Republican, to adapt 
the dry soil to agriculture by means 
of irrigation. 
But since the arid west 


cannot be adapted to agriculture, why 
not adapt agriculture to tbe arid 
west? That in brief is the editor's 
idea. It may be done, he claims, ac- 
cording to tbe principle of natural se- 
lection among plants. 
Varieties of 


wheat, oats, barley and other grains as 
well as various vegetables may be de- 
veloped and grown year after year till 
they are acclimated to the arid soil, so 
as in time to thrive and produce with- 
out irrigation. Something like this has 
actually been done in some parts of the 
northwest, so far as the raising of fruit 
is concerned. 
At first it was thought 


that apples, pears and grapes could uot 
be produced at all in many sections of 
the northwest on account of the bitter 
cold. But apple grafts were secured 
from Russia and other hardy fruits from 
other cold regions of the old world and 
experimented with year after year till 
finally they kindly acclimated them- 
selves and now thrive and produce boun- 
tifully. Perhaps arid region wheat and 
other growths may be in like rnauuer 
developed.

Iocs not necessarily draw on or even 
tcoroely tooch it, unless tlte driver baa 
a gentle pull on it. Then it touches the 
iud uf the annual's nose or upper lip, 
aud that mere touch, which should not 
* increased much, does the "whole busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Small's contrivance consists of a

rail ou tho reins brfhgs the "trolley bit" 
igainst tho tip of tho horse's nose. 


Iu complete ahsorption in the study 


of » new experience the horse may be 
driven right np by the side of a noisy 
oconiotive, or a gong banging trolley 
:ar, that presents to tho horse, under or- 
linary circumstances, the siuister aspect 
of a moving, perhaps a living thing, go- 
ng without uny visible meaus of pro- 
mlsion, and in his strict attention to 
lie new sensation at the tip of his nose 


will take no notice of the car or of 


he locomot ive. The queerest thing of 
all is the fact that 110 amount of use or 
'amiliarity with tho nose toucher ar- 
rangement eeems to lesson tbe horse's 
nterest in it. 


Improved Horseahoe. 


Francis Trevilyan gives the following 


icchuieal dt«'rintion of a new shoe: It 
s a horseshoe having a body of relative- 
,y soft ineft.l (alnmiuinm) aud a wear- 
,ng strip of tolatively hard metal (steel) 
carried by the said body, which strip 
when in pcihitiou in the shoo inclines 
downwardly and outwardly and is ex- 
posed at tho bottom face of the shoe, 
where it constitutes the wearing portion 
thereof, whereby the strain due to the 
:oe of tbe thoe striking the ground is re- 
ceived in the direction of the inclination 
of tbe said strip. The steel strip in the 
ulioo aa completed will project about 
one sixty-fourth of an inch. This edge 
will rectiive tbe concussion and transmit 
it to its upper edge, which, being of 
greater %\ idtb, forms an absolutely un- 
breakable dovetail in the softer metal 
Prom tbe wide upper edge the strain is 
distributed over tho aluminium body of 
;he shoe. Tho nail holes are punched 
ihrongb tho alnmiuinm body on the in- 
ner side of the steel strip, BO that the 
nails when, in position strengthen the 
retention of this "wearing strip" in 
place in tbe body of the shoe.
